NORRIS WILL RETIRE 
FROM POST IN SENATE 


Nebraska Congressional Vet- 
eran Denies “Other Politi- 
cal Ambitions.” 


SALT LAKE CITY, Nov. 8—(P) 
Senator George W. Norris, fighting 
republican independent, announced 


today he is retiring from the senate 
—but friends from Nebraska to Wash- 
ington voiced belief or hope he'll run 
again. ‘ 

After 32 years in congress, includ- 
ing 10 years in the house, the 74- 
year-old Nebraska veteran told the 
Deseret News: 

“T am no candidate. I am getting 
old. Younger men can and_e should 
carry on the work which I have tried 
to do during my years as senator.” 

Friends in Lincoln and Washing- 
ton took a quick look at the field 
of possible successors of the rugged 
little Nebraskan — then expressed 
doubt Norris will be able to “stand 
the pressure” of forces urging him to 
seek a fifth senate term. 

“It's true Norris is not a candi- 
date,”” one close friend said, “but 
that doesn’t necessarily mean he 
won’t run.” 

In Washington, it was recalled that 
Norris himself indicated he might re- 
consider a tentative plan to retire in

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


GET-TOGETHER WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Another of those White 

Sulphur Springs business conferences was held 
in New York last week, very, very secretly. About 150 of the foremost 
business leaders of the country were there. If you will read the big 
names at the top of the roster of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, you will have the rough list. . 

How such an assemblage could foregather, act and adjourn, without 
outsiders finding out about it, is the highest possible verification of the 
fact that nothing sensational was done. In that fact lies the story. 

The unofficial topic under discussion was the same subject that comes 
to the fore whenever two businessmen meet on the street+the New 
Deal and its effect on business. The official topic was taxation, a far 
safer debating subject. After some charp expressions of opinion, the con- 
ference is supposed to have agreed to start a campaign against increased 
taxation and free spending. 


DIFFICULTY At least this is the confidential report on the gathering 

as received by President Roosevelt. Its general au- 
thenticity has been attested elsewhere, although there seems to be some 
disagreement about whether taxation and spending are bipartisan political 
issues. 

At any rate, no direct action was taken against the New Deal. One 
or two outstanding businessmen who are democrats are supposed to have 
attended the gathering. They opposed any step which would have a 
flavor of political partisanship. 

The first result has been the publication nationally of a tip that the 
national business conference committee will start an anti-taxation drive. 
There will be more of that later. 


REASONING Leaders of the conference believe they made a wise 

decision. Nine-tenths of those present were probably 
against the New Deal but they realized that their votes count for little. 
To make any action effective they had to take a step which would have 
the broadest popular appeal. The dual subject of taxation and spending 
seemed to meet the situation. 

Furthermore, such a campaign may help to keep down the spending 
wing of the New Deal. Thus, its effect might really turn out to be non- 
partisan. 

Note—There was no sensible reason or excuse for the secrecy at- 
tending the gathering.

There are those 
who are cynical enough to suggest the 
new Palace of Peace will make an ex- 
cellent hospital for the next world 
war, but that is a case of rumor and 
anyway it’s not at all certain the 
palace will be completed in time for 
the next world war. 

Furthermore, it would be most un- 
wise ».to use the palace as a hospital 
because under the rules of civilzed 
warfare it is customary to drop bombs 
on hospitals. So there could hardly 
be any surer way of destroying the 
beautiful new palace, which cost ten 
million dollars, than to paint a tell- 
tale Red Cross on its roof and turn 
it into a hospital in the event of war 
between civilized nations. 


Hideout A fairly certain 


way of protecting 
For Generals. it would be to con- 


vert it into the 
general headquarters of one of the 
armies in the next war if it could be 
rushed to completion in time. It is 
one of the recognized civilities between 
civilized nations, and one of the few 
really touching courtesies in war, to 
refrain from bombing the headquarters 
of commanding generals. 

These headquarters are large busi- 
ness offices of a semi-permanent char- 
acter and the commanding generals 
realize how inconvenient it would be 
to be bombed. Such a bombing would

Another Letter From'a Bald-Headed —

My Dear Louise: 


Your appetite gives final proof that you are well on the way back to 
normal health, and now there is nothing more to do except wait on 
nature and maintain the right state of mind. 

_ Sickness isn’t normal, and all sick people, especially the nervous, 
imaginative, high-strung kind, are in danger of developing an abnormal 
State of mind if recovery is too long delayed. 

It is natural and normal to be healthy, happy and full of pep. The 
person in that blessed state rejoices in feeling so good and is usually 
impatient of those who don’t. 

A throw-back to his savage ancestry makes him selfishly resentful 
of sickness. No matter how big-hearted and gentle ‘the is, sickness de- 
presses and bores him. 

When he has an ailment of his own, he makes light of it and con- 
ceals it as a shameful weakness. He says he is feeling fine when he 
isn’t. He hides his hurts as a matter of pride. 

That is the natural mental attitude, and it usually survives long sick- 
ness. But there is always danger that a weakening of the body will 
change that attitude to one that is abnormal and ruinous. When that 
happens, you have a neurotic. 

The trouble begins in various ways. Pain makes the victim think 
about himself. Shut away from his ordinary interests, he has little to 
think about except his symptoms.

The successful obliteration of tele- 
angiectases requires that the central 
venule of each network or little group 
of dilated venules be injected with a

solution used for varicose veins. 

It is necessary that the solution be 
brought into contact with the intima, 
the endothelium lining the venule, It 
is useless to inject the solution around 
the venule. 

In order to accomplish this, the phy- 
sician requires a strong light free from 


shadows, such as an operating-room | 


lamp, or a good headlamp. He must

LINT ESTIMATE DROPS 
10 17,141,000 BALES 


Indicated Crop Million and 
Half Over ’34; 1,075,000 


Seen for Georgia. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(@)— 
The agricultural department forecast 
today a 1935 cotton crop of 11,141,- 
000 bales, based upon conditions as of 
November 1, a reduction of 323,000 
bales from the October 1 forecast. 

The indicated crop is 1,505,000 
bales more than the 1934 production 
but 5,525,000 less than the average 
1928-32 production. 

Most of the decline in crop pros- 
pects during October was reported in 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Tennessee and 
Missouri, where early frost occurred 
and other unfavorable weather con- 
ditions were said to have checked de- 
velopment of the late crop. Moderate 
declines were reported for North 
Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas. J.ittle change was shown for 
other states. 

The department forecast an average 
yield per acre of 186.1 pounds com- 
pared with 170.9 pounds in 1934 and 
a 10-year average of 177.1 pounds.
